The work performed by tbe 
leading Senators and Congressmen*.ia 
very arduous. There are very few of.

Parliament who do not labor sixteen 
bourn cut of tbe twenty-four. 


Their very prominence, in many 


cases, is due to industry, miner than 
to the poseession of surpassing gifts. 
Mr. Diugley is an example iu point. 
He is neither an orator nor a matt of 
pleasing personality. He speaks in a 
shrill nasal tone, and haltingly, but be 
is recognized aa the deepest student of 
tariff schedules iu the House, aud us a 
man whose industry in matters of leg- 
islation is tireless.
